FED ERA L RETliEiVCIIXENT. 



■ The Toronto J/at'l in advocating re- 
trenchment may be supposed — being Sir 
John. A. jNLacdonald's organ-in-cliief — 
to foreshadow the policy of the new 
Government. In support of its argu- 
ment that the pruning knife should be 
vigorously applied to the tree of offi- 
cialdom it produces the following in- 
teresting figures relative to the cost of 
governing the country : — There aro 
no less than fourteen legislative bo- 
dies in the country, composed 
of a total of six hundred and sixty-one 
members. In tho sumo proportion, it 
would take fivo thousand three 
huudred legislators to govern the 
Mother Country; six thousand six 
hundred to govern the United States, 
and fifty thousand to govern tho 
British * Empire. Tho indemnity 
paid to members is very nearly 
$500,000 a year. There aro" fifty -six 
Ministers of tho Crown in Canada 
whoso saianc, -...„-, nri t to §210,000; 
thirteen Speakers with salaries amount- 
ing to $17,500; and one Governor- 
General and eight Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors whose salaries amount to $122,- 
000. In short the indemnity and sal- 
aries paid to tho "higher powers" in 
this country amount to $850,000 .-) 
year, or over 20 cents per head of the 
population. The total cost of Civil 
Government exclusive of the figures 
given above, and the cost of the Cus- 
toms, Post Odico, Public Works and 
other departments of tho Dominion and 
the seven Provinces, amounts to four 
and a quarter million dollars a .year. 
Add the salaries of Ministers and Gov- 
ernors, i'c.,and it will be found that we 
pay upward of five million dollars a 
year for government. It is speaking 
mildlv lo say that this is a large sum; 
and our object is to keep it from in- 
creasing. No country in the world 
pays so dearly for government, and if 
Ossa is to be piled on this Pelion, 
either the people's back will break un- 
der the burden, or they will unload and 
try change, which would in effect be 
a revolution, a quiet but still a 
disastrous one for Canada. The in- 
crease in tho past seven years has been 
enormous both in the Dominion expendi- 
ture and in the expenditure of the Pro- 
vinces. It is true, new Provinces have 
been brought into Confederation; but 
it will not be denied by t!:o.se acquaint- 
ed with the subject that the increased 
cost of Government is out of all pro- 
portion to the growth of population or 
the increase in the wealth of the peo- 
ple Economy is not only advisable 
but imperative: and we rejoice to see 
that the Ottawa Government realize 
the fact. In hard times like these when 
the cost of public service should be cut 
clown to meet the general shrinkage 
there are always more office-seekers than 
when business is thriving and employ 
ment easily obtained; and this fact ac- 
counts to some extent, no doubt, for 
the vast increase in the cost of govern- 
ment that occurred undertbe \astreyime. 
The new Ministry will also 4iave to en- 
dure the importunities of tins class, 
hut however much they may feel for 
individual cases of hardship, they must 
never forget the necessities of the count- 
try. We trust Sir John Macdonald 
and hia colleagues will go on cutting 
down salaries and ejecting useless of- 
ficers, regardless of their party stripe. It 
is a policy of vital necessity to the cre- 
dit and prosperity of the country.

Tho Montreal Journal of Commerce 
says:— We aro sorry to observe that 
a party controversy is being carried on 
as to the terminus of the Pacific Rail- 
way. There can be no doubt that the 
most eligible terminus is Esquimalt, 
the harbor of Victoria on Vancouver 
Island, but on the other hand, the 
adoption of that terminus wili add 
very largely to the cost of the road. 
The Pacific Railway is a gigantic en- 
terprise for the Dominion to undertake, 
but hopes have been entertained that, 
if completed in a satisfactory manner, 
a considerable portion of the trade 
from China and Japan may be diverted 
from the Southern route to the Cana- 
dian Pacific. The importance of such 
a harbor as that of Esquimalt enn 
hardly be exaggerated, and. that wan 
the terminus originally contemplated. 
It is rumored that an effort will be 
made to induce the Imperial Govern- 
ment to assist in the construction of 
the work, with tho special object of 
securing the terminus at Esquimalt, 
and such an appeal would seem at all 
events to be worth makinp-.

Clay vs. Woollacott. 

After reviewing tlic Homestead Act and 
amendments, his Honor said tlie clicquo 
in question cither is or ia not liable at 
law to seizure. If not, it ought to be re- 
turned to the defendant; if liable to be 
seized, then its value as personal property 
becomes important; for if the value be 
less than §500, tho property, under the 
Homestead Act 1873, in exempted from 
forced seizure. In either case therefore, 
tho defendant ia entitled to a return of 
the cheque. It may be said that the Home- 
stead Act exempted the chattels of the 
owner; but a cheque is not a chattel. It 
mustbe remembered, however, that at com- 
mon law, a cheque has an intrinsic valuo, 
that of paper (U. pa Westbcor, Dickinson, 
2, S. p. 208) and is thorofore personal pro- 
perty; moreover the County Court Judge 
has power to award execution only 
against tho goods and chattels of the party 
against whom an order has boon made (9 and 
10 Vic. c. !)5 and 94.) By virtue 
of this execution, cheques may be seized; 
(s. 95.) a cheque is a bill of exchange ad- 
dressed to a banker and payablo to a per- 
son named, or the bearer (Black3tonu 2, 
page 406); it is personal property and 
personal property to the valuo of $500 is 
exempted from forced seizure, as shown 
in the above. He therefore gavo judge- 
ment in favor of the defendant; question 
of costs deferred till Tuesday next.

The community was greatly shocked 
yesterday morning to hear of tho death of 
Mr. F. J. Roscoo, which occurred at his 
residence, Ross Bay, under painful cir- 
cumstances between tho hours of 8 and 9 
o'clock. Doccasod has for aomo time past 
been suffering from montal depression; 
but his death was quito unexpected. Mr. 
Roscoo came to this country in 1802, 
■when ho launched out into business as an 
iron and general hardwaro merchant and 
has over since been actively engaged us 
mercantile pursuits. Ho was a grandson 
of Mr. Roscoe, the celebrated author and 
biographer, who represented Liverpool 
for aomo timo in tho British Houso of 
Commons. Tho deceasod himself was also 
exceedingly fond of literature, was highly 
educated and a man of refinement and 
culture In 1873 ho was elected to rep- 
resent this city in tho Canadian Houso of 
Commons, but declined re-nomination at 
the last gonoral olection. For several 
years ho has held the rank of Major in 
the Canadian Militia of this Province. 
He was a man of many sterling qualities, 
for which ho was highly esteemed by a 
large circlo of friends. Had ho lived till 
the 28th inst. ho would have ontorcd his 
49th year. Ho leaves behind him a wifo 
and a largo family — fivo childron — who 
have tho deepost sympathy of tho com- 
munity in tho hour of their vory sad 
bereavement. An inquiry was hold as to 
tho causo of his death, particulars of 
which will bo found bolow. 

THIS INQUEST. 

Shortly after 2 p. m. Hon. A. F. Pem- 
berton, Coronor, proceeded to tho resi- 
dence of tho deceased at Ross Bay, whero 
tho following jury was empt'.nnolled : — 
C. W. Wallace (foreman), Henry Warner, 
G. Mansell, R. J. McDonald, J. G. Tay- 
lor and VV. C. Robinson. The jury hav- 
ing viewed tho body, the following evi- 
dence was adduced: — 

Alfred Fellows, sworn, doposed that 
about 10 o'clock in the morning Mr. M. 
T. Johnston came to his store and inform- 
ed him that a sad accident had happened 
to Mr. Roscoe, and that he feared it was 
all over with him. In consequence of 
this witness <'anio to the house of deceas- 
ed immediately; found him in tho room 
whero ho was now lying — the bodroom. Dr. 
Matthews and Mr. Langley woro with 
him. He was dead then; ho was on the 
floor and witness assisted in lifting him 
on to the bod. Saw a pistol in Dr. Mat- 
thews' hand. The body was warm when 
witness arrived; deceased had boon men- 
tally depressed of late. 

To tho Jury — Deceased had no domes- 
tic troubles that I know of, but I think 
he feared some trouble in tho future. 
At times, however, he took a cheerful 
view of affairs. Would say it was quite 
possible his death resulted from an acci- 
dent whilst cleaning the pistol; ho was 
fond of firearms; was not of a cheerful 
disposition in the common acceptation ot 
term, but was intensely attached to his 
family; ho has beon in a dopressed state 
for a month or two. 

Tho Chinese cook employed in tho house 
of deceased, deposed that the deceased 
took his breakfast in tho morning and that 
subsequently he went into tho bt-droom and 
shortly afterwards witness heard the dis- 
charge of a pistol. He was in tho room about 
j 15 minutes. Did not go to see him after he 
! heard tho shot. Deceased was in the 
I habit of keeping firearms in his bed-room. 

Tho foreman of the jury here intimated 
that they did not deem it necessary to 
hear the evidenco of Mrs. Roscoo. 

J. B. Matthews, M.R.C.S., deposed 
that ho met Mr. M. T. JohnBton on Gov- 
ernment street about 9:30 in the morning 
and he told witness to go out to Mr. 
Roscoe's as ho had met with a vory bad 
accident; when witness arrived found Mr. 
A. J. Langley thore; went together into 
tho bed-room and found deceased lying 
partly on his faco in tho doorway 
between the bed-room and bath-room; 
witness turned tho body over and found a 
wound just bolow the nipplo of the left 
breast made, evidently, by a pistol ball ; 
afterwards found tho pistol produced 
whero ho was lying ; it was quito 
underneath him ; Mr. Fellows came in 
and assisted in lifting deceased on to the 
bed ; ho had been depressed for tho last 
three weeks as if in fear of something 
happening ; from a knowledge of deceas- 
ed's general character would certainly say 
ho must have been in a state of insanity 
at tho time of his death ; witness could 
not say what hand the pistol was in ; it 
is possible tho wound was tho result of an 
accident, happening whilst deceased was 
cloaning or examining tho pistol ; no 
doubt the wound was tho causo of death ; 
deceased had apparently come in from tho 
bath-room and had fallen on the pistol 
after its discharge. He had complained 
of late that ho would eventually go insane; 
but appeared to lie getting over that idea. 
When deceased's body was found his feet 
were entangled in some child's clothes; 
if he had tripped in these and fallen it was 
quite possible tho pistol went off accident- 
ally; his coat was open, but his vest was 
closed and his scarf was undone, hanging 
down on one side. 

Alfred Fellows, recalled: — Deceased 
has often mentioned to me that ho feared 
his depression would cause insanity; told 
him to shake off the feeling, but he said 
he could not; on Thursday lie attended to 
his business as usual. 

The jury, after a brief consultation, re- 
turned a verdict that deceased came to 
his death from a pistol wound, caused by 
himself, whilst laboring under a fit of 
temporary insanity.

Konny has spent tho lar.t three years in 
the Peaso river country.

New Yokk, Dec. 19 — It is reported 
here this morning that Bayard Taylor 
is dead. 

EUROPE. 
London:, Dec. 19. — Lord Beacons- 
field to-day received a deputation from 
tho Pacific Coast, which presented a 
testimonial from British residents in 
California. In accepting the testimon- 
ial Beaconsfield said that on his return 
from Berlin, he was much gratified at 
the r»^ognition hisefForts received from 
the Colonies; but this testimonial re- 
ferred to the Treaty of Berlin. Bea- 
consfield believed the Treaty would 
tend to the pacification of Europe, in 
that belief it was made and though 
there might be those desiring its fail- 
ure, that was not the feeling of the 
Signatory powers, who are determined 
to see the Treaty executed. The ad- 
ress also referred to the acquisition of 
Cyprus. Lord Beaconsfield said all 
the conditions under which that Island 
had been secured to enable the Sultan 
to carry out tiie regeneration of the 
most important part of his dominions 
have been fulfilled. As a station Cyprus 
was not second in value to Malta. In 
conclusion, he said that though he 
could not send an address and casket 
to California, lie sent his gratitude unci 
sympathy.

EASTERN STATES. 
New Yokk, Dec. 20. — Tho Tribune's 
Berlin dispatch on Taylor's death says 
the deceased gentleman was a universal 
favorite. The Emperor, Crown Prince 
and Bismarck greatly esteemed him, 
whose appointment as Minister of this 
Court was extremely welcome to them, 
Mrs. Taylor and her daughtor devot- 
edly nursed hiin during his long illness 
and their bereavement is indiscribably 
sad. 

New York, Dec. 20.— Tho Tribune 
says in a year the North Pacific Rail- 
road will be in working order to a 
point, 100 miles west "of Bismarck on 
the Missouri river. This will give easy 
access to the Black Hills region. A 
meoting of tho directors of the Com- 
pany was held yesterday afternoon. 
Bids for building 205 miles of the road 
from Missouri to Yellowstone wero all 
in on Monday Tuesday they were 
opened and yesterday the direotors 



took action on them. There were -IS 
bids, about one-half being for tho first 
hundred miles west of Missouri. These 
ranged from about $1,000 to £5, 000 per 
mile. It is said by one of tho officers 
to bo about one-third less than it has 
coat to build most western roads. Sev- 
eral of tho lowest bids were accepted. 
It was said that the New Jersey con- 
tractors and a Now York firm were 
the lowest bidders, but tho names of 
the probably successful contractors 
aro withheld. After some discussion 
the directors resolved that only one 
hundred miles of tho Missouri division 
should bo built now-. It was reported 
a few days ago that the Company in- 
tended to arrange for the building of^a 
road for its government land. The 
directors said yesterday that cash would 
bo paid for the construction ; money is 
to be raised on the first mortgage bond 
on tho new hundred miles of tho road. 
It was deemed impracticable to build 
the remaining 105 miles of the Mis- 
souri division without first making a 
better survey. These 105 miles lie 
across the Sioux country, and owing 
to tho prejudice of Sitting Bull to top- 
ographical sciences tho line was hastily 
laid out. During tho coming year an 
instrumental survey will be made. 
This year cross-ties for the first hun- 
dred miles will be cut on the companv's 
land, iron will be also worked and 
ovorything put in readiness to begin 
grading before spring is far advanced. 



EUKOFE. 

Berlin, Dec. 20. — -The government 
committee of inquiry rejected Prince 
Bismarck's tobacco monopoly scheme, 
and favors a duty according to weight 
as advocated by tho National Liberals. 
It is believed Bismarck will not accept 
the decision. 

London, Dec. 20. — A correspondent 
at Berlin states that notwithstanding 
the denial by tho Journal de St. Peters- 
burg, it is known in authoritative cir- 
cles there that negotiations are still 
pending relative to a method of start- 
ing a proposal for tho joint occupation 
of Bulgarian districts in event of a dis- 
turbance after Russian evacuation. It 
is believed Russia would refuse to as- 
sist, but this would not prevent other 
powers from acting. 

London, Dec. 10.— The report that 
150 lives were lost by the disaster to 
tho steamer Byzantine is confirmed. 
Fourteen persons only were saved from 
tho steamer. 

Constantinople, Dec. 20. — The 
Porte, subject to the Sultan's approval, 
has nominated Moukhtar Pasha, Alad- 
din Pasha and Vahan Effendi commis- 
sioners for the settlement of the Greek 
frontier question, and intends to invest 
them with extensive powers. 

London, Dec. 20. — An unprecedent- 
ed gale has prostrated a large number 
of houses, and it is feared many per- 
sons aro killed. 

A dispatch from Peshawur slates 
that an expedition against Takkar 
Khels started on Thursday. Tho tribe 
musters seven hundred warriors, and 
it is e;,pected if cornered they will 
light m til exterminated.
